WASHINGTON. — Israel and Egypt 
are “well on the way” to reaching 
ἃ compromise agreement, provided 
a solution can be found to the prob- 
lem of early-warning stations, in- 
formed sources said here yesterday.

Kidnapping was US. plot, 
Lebanese leftists claim 


BEIRUT (Reuter). —~ Lebanese left- 
ying end pro-terrorist political par- 
‘Hes yesterday claimed the kidnap- 
ping of American army Colonel 
Ernest Morgan was intended to give 
the U.S. a pretext to interfere in Le- 
banon. 


A. statement adopted by the par- 
ties and published in left-wing news- 
papers yesterday said there was no 
such thing as “the Socialist Revolu- 
tionary Action Organization,” which 
claims to be holding the colonel, and 
the name had been invented special- 
ly for this operation. 

The claim came as Lebanese army 
intelligence arrested eight people 
suspected of belonging to a “subver- 
sive network” ‘here. But there was 
no immedtate link between the ar- 
rests and the disappearance of Col 
Morgan on the night of June 29. 

Colonel Morgan, 42, was seized 
from a taxi near Beirut Airport. He 
was on his way back to Ankara, 
where he is based, after attending 
Central Treaty Organization (Cento) 
exercise in Pakistan. 

The group claiming to hold him 
has given the U.S. until tonight to 
hend over food, clothing and build- 
ing materials to a dockland district 


of Beirut badly damaged during the 
recent political violence here. 

Yesterday's statement by the “pro- 
§ressive and national parties and 
forees in Lebanon” said that, after 
contacts with the anti-Israel terror- 
ists they had concluded that Col. 
Morgan gave himself up of his own 
will, The statement did not explain 
how this conclusion was reached, but 
observers said the document seem- 
ed intended primarily to discredit 
the kidnappers and dissociate the 
Lebanese left and terrorists from 
their activities. 

It said: “Through the events 
which accompanied the disappear- 
ance of the American colonel it 
seems as if he deliberately handed 
himself over to the kidnappers in 
accordance with an advance ar- 
rangement with them.” 

It denounced the kidnappers as 
“suspicious elements imposed from 
outside... These are elements carry- 
ing out a plan to discredit the Pal-

This would improve the budgetary 
situation, and put an end to the pre- 
sent distribution of incomes in 
favour of the propertied classes. 

Answering numerous queries, 
Prof. Aharon admitted that is 
linking increments might be widely 
resented, and might also adversely 
affect saving.

Instead of protecting home 
markets against competitive im- 
ports, and promoting exports, 
governments are now reducing 
tariffs and subsidizing imports — in 
order to prevent an advance in the 
price level — while exports are being 
increasingly subject to controls and 
cartel schemes, of which OPEC is 
the most spectacular, but not the 
sole one. ε 

Lord Balogh doubted whether 
stagflation can be checked by 
monetary and fiscal policies. which 
fail to work as expected to when they 
are offset by contrary movements of 
inventories and Nquid money, by the 
impact of trade unions, and by psy- 
chological moments, suck a3 an- 
ticipation of inflation. Economics 
should not be treated as low grade 
applied mathematics. Attitudes to 
work, money, consumption, saving 
and the social framework in which 
economic laws operate, are much 
more important than most 
economists are aware of. Both the 
Keynesian and the Friedmanite 
schools have actually admitted that 
their diagnoses failed, and they are 
unable to offer practical advice. 

A remedy to the current economic 
malaise should probably be sought in 
some sort of incomes policy, but the 
concrete nature of that policy 
depends on each nation’s character 
and experience. For example, peo- 
ple in Germany are disciplined and 
are still haunted by memories of 
their inflations. The Japanese like to 
work. The British are different. 

Without paying attention to such 
intangibles, no economie policy can 
produce the required results.

THERE ARE MORE MEN than 
women In Israel — not many more, 


only half a per cent. But the contrast -

The dividing line is 30. Under that 
age. males outnumber females by 
47,000. The over-30s include 91,000

te figures published by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

In some specialised categuries, 
women are ahead. Female divorcees 
{18,000} outnumber their male 
counterparts by two to one.

divorced women immigrate to Israel 
tor both). Widows (123,000) are four 
times as numerous 85 widowers. 

Children aged 10-14 include — the 
statistical tables aver — 71 married 
folks, plus 8 juveniles divorced, and 8 
widowed. None belong to the Jewish 
community. 

In the 15-19 age group conjugal life 
is more common, among both Jews 
and Arabs: 2,082 lads are wed, and 
six times as many lasses (13,127). 
Not a few are already widowed at 
this tender age: 221 males, and 282 
females. 

Jews have smaller families than 
Arabs, but they do more marrying. 
The highest proportion of bachelors 
is in the partly Arab towns of 
Nazereth and Acre. They are the 
only places to top 40 per cent (of the 
over-15s}. In Jerusalem 385.4 per 
cent of the Jews are bachelors, and 
39.2 per cent of the Arabs. 

Even among the Jews there are 
disparities. Ashkenazim seem 
keener on wedlock, or more in a 
hurry. Bachelors account for over 30 
per cent of the adult (over-15) male 
population in Ashdod, Beersheba, 
Dimona, Tiberias, Ramleh and 
Jerusalem which have a high 
proportion of Sephardim. They ac- 
count for under 30 per cent in 
Givatayim, Holon, Nahariya, Petah- 


Tikva, Rishor le'Zion, Haifa and Tel 
Aviv, which have a high proportion 
of Ashkenazim, 

‘There are in Israel close to 175,000 
more Jews originating from Europe- 
America (including sabras whose 
parents were from there) than from 
Asia-Africa. The latter constitute 45 
per cent of the population. (Figures 
relate to the Population Census of 
1977.) 

The biggest country of origin is 
Morocco, which supplied 380,000 of 
the Jewish population. Next come 
two East European countries: 
Poland (360,000) and Rumania 
(280,000). Fourth ts Iraq (240,000) 
and fifth Russia, or the Soviet Union: 
165,000. One Israeli in three 


originates from Eastern Europe. 
The Oriental countries — Iraq, 
Persia, Morocco — yielded more 


“males than females. The European 


countries, notably Russia and 
Rumania, provided more females. 
An exception is Poland which has 
supplied 8 preponderance of males. 

Christians number 72,000 in Israel, 
two-thirds of them Catholics and 
one-third Greek Orthodox. Less than 
two thousand are Protestant. 

The country’s population is largely 
urban. Only a quarter-of-a-million 
Jews are village-dwellers. Israel 
contains 90,000 kibbutzniks in all — 
exactly double the number of the Be- 

juin. 

The aged favour Tel Aviv. 
Jerusalem’s population is 85 per cent 
of Tel Aviv's; but its over 65s are 
only 45 per cent. The same contrast 
exists between bustling development 
towns and the more urbane satellite 
cities of the coastal zone. Ashdod is 
almost as big as Givatayim (80 per 
cent}, yet has only 40 per cent as 
many over-65s. Or take Dimona and 
Herzliya: Dimona has half the pop- 
ulation of Herzliya, but less than a 
quarter of its aged. 

Beersheba has more inhabitants 
than Netanya (20 per cent more), but 
less old folks (35 per cent 1655), the 
statisticians say. 


EEC-Magbreb states trade talks 
snag on Arab boycott

The trade talks between the EEC 
and the three Maghreb states ex- 
pected to join the Mediterranean 
Free Trade Area (Tunisia, Morocco 
and Algeria) are still obstructed by 
the clause concerning the Arab 
boycott of Israel. Though the three 
states are ready to sign the agree- 
ment forbidding discrimination 
against firms trading with Israel, 
none of them intends to keep this 
pledge. Moreover, as the result of 
unofficial talks, it is likely that cer- 
tain legal loopholes will facilitate the 
maintaining of the boycott. 

Observers expect this to be easiest

in respect to Tunisia and Morocco, 
where, in both cases, most trading 
firms are in private ownership. In 
case of an official complaint by the 
EEC, the government involved 
would have only to plead that it can- 
not force a private company to 
choose its business partners. - 

The situation is somewhat 
different in Algeria, however. which 
has a network of state-owned trading 
agencies. If these companies refused 
to honour the anti-boycott clause and 
to trade with EEC companies doin, 
business with Israel, the EE 
authorities would have a clear case 
for οἱ the government with 
failing to live up to its obligations.

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Ford steps forward 


PRESIDENT FORD'S announcement yesterday that he would 
ran for the Presidency next year did not come as a surprise. 
Mr. Ford, who entered the White House after the resignation 
of both a vice-President and President, wants four years in 
office earned by confirmation from the electorate. 

By ali accounts he feels confident that this can be achieved. 
After the inevitable initial period of uncertainty he now exudes 
greater confidence in handling foreign as well as domestic 
issues. And this has been reflected in the attitude towards 
him adopted by the American press and public. 

Mr. Ford has a number of important elements in his favour. 
There is the very fact that he occupies the office. This gives 
him great advantage in the electoral contest, for he will 
naturally be able to command public attention, especially in 
America’s centennial year, through his presidential initiatives. 
Secondly there are signs that in the coming months America’s 
economic indicators will show a more favourable swing, inciud- 
ing presumably a dent in the present high unemployment 
figures. And finally there is the disarray in the Democratic 
‘Party, which has been unable until now to advance a candidate 
who commands general party consent or general public appeal. 
It is, of course, for this reason that attention continues to be 
fixed on the actions of Senator Edward Kennedy, though there 
are no clear signs that he is prepared to run. te 

By announcing his intention now, President Ford has also 
strengthened his capacity to exercise leadership during the 
coming year. Continuing uncertainty would have made other 
potential candidates in his own party restive and weakened 
his power in relation to Congress. 

Mr. Ford's announcement was also designed to be well re- 
corded abroad. On the eve of major decisions about the Middle 
East, Europe and bilateral Soviet-American issues, Mr. Ford 
no doubt was interested in making it plain that he was the. 
man to contend with and perhaps far beyond 1976. 

Apart from displaying — after the manner of Harry Truman 
— a kind of ease with the responsibilities of office that inad- 
vertently came his way, President Ford has not ‘yet fixed his 
personal stamp on the major policy issues facing the United 
States, whether domestic or international. Even on the Middle 
East, where he has adopted a rather forceful position on the 
need for Israel to agree to an interim agreement with Egypt, 
he is pursuing a course that was largely charted before he 
came to office. But there can be no doubt that the believes 
such an agreement would redound powerfully in his favour, 
not only by virtue of its promise for the future but also 
because of the dangers it would 

In the months ahead, therefore, Mr. Ford can be expected 
to display even more decisiveness and force along the policy 
lines that he has followed until now. Thus where in the past 
electoral years have seen Presidents trying to smooth the 
edges of policy in order to woo all possible interest groups, 
Mr. Ford may well define his policies with greater sharpness 
in order to be able to define himself clearly to the American 
voter.

Moscow makes life tougher 


in the prison camps 


as warning to minorities 


By LAJOS LEDERER 
LONDON. — 


: AN ELABORATE DOCUMENT 


revealing drastic changes in the 
treatment of political prisoners 
in the Soviet Union is circulating 
underground in Moscow and 
-other cities and has now reached 
the West. 

The document, whose publica- 
tion coincided with the launching 
in Washington last week of a 
campaign by the writer Alex- 
ander Solzhenitsyn and two 
other former inmates of Soviet 
prison camps for more humane 
conditions in the camps, 
specifically describes the con- 
ditions of Ukrainian and other 
political inmates of Sub-Ural 
Concentration Camp No.36. 

The prisoners in this camp are 
mostly leaders of non-Russian 
minority groups jailed for 
demanding recognition of their 
national existence. They have 
been deprived of their status as 
political prisoners in flagrant 
violation of the Soviet Constitu- 
tion, and are now treated by the 
camp authorities as ‘extremely 
dangerous criminals."” 

According to the document a 
report of conditions in this camp 
by a group of prisoners was 
recently smuggled out. It in- 
cludes a bitter appeal to the 
West from two Ukrainians, 
writer Ivan Svitkyshny and poet 
Igor Kalynets and from an 
Armenian writer, Bahrat 
Shakhverdian. They all describe 
their life as ‘“‘unbearably harsh, 
reminiscent of conditions of 
prisoners under Stalin."" 


Non-Russian Minorities 

This new severe treatment of 
prisoners ἰ5 believed to be 
designed to halt a sudden up- 
surge of unrest among the non- 
Russian minorities in the Soviet 
Union. It appears to be intended 
as a warning to the militant 
leaders of national minorities to 
deter them from further action. 

It proves that the Soviet 
leadership is deeply concerned 
about the dangers of the national 
liberation movements, especial- 
ly since the rapid growth of the 
Asian population has meant 
that, for the first time, the 
Russians now form a minority 
among the 250 million citizens of 
the Soviet Union. , 

Rising nationalism has been a 
major conflict area in Soviet 
domestic politics ever since the 
foundation of the Soviet Union in 


1917. It has become a bigger and 
more ‘serious issue in the past 
few years and it has become ap- 
parent that vast numbers of the 
young generation in the large 
non-Russian republics, notably 
in Ukraine, Georgia, Armenia 
and the Baltic countries, are not 
only deeply nationalistic and 
anti-Communist, but wish to 
break away from Moscow. 

The main centre of 
nationalism is Ukraine, with a 
population of almost 40 million, 
where demonstrations, often 
violent and bloody, against 
Russification are assuming alar- 
ming proportions. 

Moscow radio, which in the 
past made every effort to play 
down this new threat of national 
awakening, now blames 
“foreign anti-Soviet centres and 
counter-revolutionary Zionist 
and Maoist elements” for wag- 
ing what they call “8 vast sub- 
versive campaign against the 
unity of the country.”’

We should provide the 
possibilty of an inexpensive visit to 
our country for those who have 
shown so much concern for us.
